Evergreens 


Juniperus - Juniper; Cedar 


The Junipers are a large group of evergreens growing in 
almost all parts of this country, as well as in many other parts 
of the world. These plants are used extensively in garden 
work, due to their varying types and interesting habits of 
growth, either columnar, bushy, or spreading. All varieties 
are extremely hardy and have attractive foliage, varying in 
color from light to dark and even to a bluish green. Some 
have showy blue berries in the fall. They may be used as 
individual specimens, for screens, hedges, or in rock gardens.
